IN INDUSTRY: Some 
ateel-workers who worked 
during the weekend before 
the strike were demanding 
time off to go to church. 


IN GAMES: One of the 
oldest and largest publishers 
of games and jigsaws has 
brought out a new game 
based on knowledge of the 
Bible. It is called “Going 
to Jerusalem,” and is sell- 
ing in the big stores at a 
rate which is “surprising to 
the manufacturers.” 


IN FILMS, TV, RADIO, 
AND RECORDINGS: The 
Protestant and Eastern 
Orthodox Churches are 
spending about $56,000,000 
(nearly £2,000,000) a year 
in these fields. 


The ,Roman  Gatholic 
Bishop Fulton J. Sheen and 
the evangelist Billy Graham 
are established TV stars. 
Graham we know from his 
“crusades.” Sheen is be- 
coming increasingly power- 
ful as a “converter” of in- 
fluential people. 


Among his converts to 
Roman Catholicism is Clare 
Boothe Luce, the U.S. Am- 
bassador to Italy. Grace 
Moore, the singer, and Fritz 
Kreisler, the violinist, were 
alao converted through his 
influence, He also instructed 
Henry Ford IJ before his 
marriage to a Catholic.
